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that the armed groups of the Msntoneros and the EBP have been 
totally wiped out in the area under Third Corps jurisdiction and 
that "only scattered criminals remain." (The Third Corps 
covers the provinces of Mendoza, Cordoba, La Rioja, Catamarca 
and the northwest.) The present danger, a^fcording to Menendez, 
is that "subversive criminals, wil]|^fuge among the people. 

They will try to infiltrate labor unions, various social 
levels, parishes and churches to subvert and agitate the people, 
seeking to eventually obtain their total support." Menendez 
said he believes the people will not support the subversives, 
but warned that since the criminal is disguised, the people 
as well as the Army must be alert to point out those indi- 
viduals so they can be punished. 

4. COMMENT: While nothing was said in either Massera's 
address, Menendez' speech or the conversation with 
Fracassl that we have not heard before, we believe that their 
remarks are indicative of the mood in the Arned Forces and
